WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  h y  the  Leicester 
Water  Department.  Fluoridation  is  not  practised  and  the  water 
possesses  neither  excess  hardness  and  is  not  plumbo  solvent. 
The  quality  and  quantity  of  the  supply  have  been  satisfactory 
but  the  problem  of  occasional  rust  discolouration  of  the  water 
still  exists. 


I  reiterate,  that  whilst  rust  discolouration  was  quickly 
dealt  with,  by  the  water  undertakers  flushing  the  mains  in 
affected  areas,  more  effectual  action  should  be  taken  by  the 
undertakers  in  view  of  the  staining  of  fabrics  etc,  caused  by 
the  extraneous  matter  in  the  water  and  the  repugnance  aroused 
in  the  consumer. 


Of  the  30,000  persons  living  in  the  10,000  dwellings 
in  the  district  all  but  five  persons  have  an  internal  mains 
supply.  These  five  are  in  two  isolated  farm  houses  with  a  well 
water  supply.  The  owner  of  one  of  these  farms  has  applied  to 
the  Minister  of  the  Environment  for  grant  aid  in  respect  of  a 
proposal  to  provide  a  mains  water  supply  to  the  premises.

(a)  Mains  Water 


Thirty  nine  samples  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  were  all  reported  satisfactory. 


(b)  Well  Water 

Two  samples  of  well  water  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  after  filtration  by  a  household  candle 
type  filter  were  reported  satisfactory.

These  results  are  very  satisfactory 


The  sample  is  incubated  at  blood  heat  and  the  bacterial 
content  determined  (plate  count).  Samples  are  also  examined  for 
the  presence  of  coliform  organisms  (the  faecal  type  of  which  are 
indicative  of  excremental  pollution).  The  standard  required  is 
that  no  sample  should  contain  coliform  organisms  in  100  millilitres 
while  in  7 5%  of  the  samples  taken  the  plate  count  should  not 
exceed  10  per  millilitre.  In  the  remaining  25%  of  samples,  counts 
as  high  as  1 00  per  millilitre  can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

None  of  the  samples  taken  contained  coliform  organisms  and  in 
approximately  86%  the  plate  count  did  not  exceed  10  per  millilitre. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Every  part  of  the  urban  district  is  sewered  with  the 
exception  of  the  east  part  and  Kilby  Bridge  area. 

Consequently  only  1+6  dwellings  are  not  drained  into  public 
sewers  and  more  than  half  of  these  have  water  closets  drained  to 
septic  tanks  and  filters  or  cesspools. 


CESSPOOLS  AND  CLOSETS 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  12,39*1  water  closets  in 
the  district.  There  are  18  cesspools  and  13  septic  tanks  and 
filter  plants  at  private  premises.

5 .  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  ETC. 


Following  the  report  of  a  Management  Services  Unit  on  the 
establishment  of  a  unified  control  of  direct  labour,  all  the 
Council* s  workmen  were  transferred  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s 
Department  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

The  control  of  these  workmen,  ordering  of  vehicles,  plant, 
protective  clothing  etc.  had  previously  been  the  responsibility, 
within  their  departments,  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Cemetery 
and  Parks  Superintendent  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Cleansing  Superintendent. 

The  functions  of  the  Health  Department  in  respect  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  the  sale  and  issue  of  dustbins  and 
cleansing  of  public  conveniences  were  transferred  to  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor's  Department  in  August. 

It  is  pleasing,  to  again  report,  that  a  satisfactory  refuse 
collection  cycle  has  been  maintained.

Four  men  and  a  vehicle  are  employed  full  time  in  the 
work  of  trade  refuse  collection.  One  bin  per  week  is  emptied 
free  of  charge  at  business  premises,  the  remaining  trade  refuse 
being  removed  at  a  charge  of  73p  per  bin  per  quarter  or  £1 ,30p 
per  vehicular  hour. 

Special  collections  of  refuse  from  dwelling  houses  are 
charged  at  a  flat  rate  of  75p. 

Chargeable  trade  refuse  is  removed  weekly  from  over  150 
business  premises.

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8.  CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT.  1967 
Abandoned  Cars 

Thirty  nine  cars  abandoned  in  the  district  or  "over  parked" 
on  Council  owned  car  parks  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Fourteen  were  non-runners  or  wrecks.  Sixteen  informal  notices 
and  one  section  20  notice  were  served.  Thirty  seven  cars  were 
removed  by  the  owners  and  two  by  my  department.  -  This  work 
necessitated  137  visits  including  21  visits  to  owners  houses. 

Time  on  this  work  is  well  spent  in  view  of  the  danger 
to  children,  especially  from  petrol  tanks,  jagged  metal,  broken 
glass  etc.  and  attempts  by  owners  to  ’lay  up'  their  cars  in  car 
parks  with  limited  parking  periods. 

Thanks  are  again  due  to  the  County  Council  Motor  Taxation 
Department  for  their  help  in  tracing  the  owners  of  abandoned  cars.

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a)  Referring  to  'Milk  bottle  contaimated  by  firework  discharge* ; 
around  the  5th  November  each  year  a  large  number  of  milk 
bottles  have  to  be  rejected  by  dairies  after  they  have  been 
used  as  supports  for  rockets  and  other  types  of  fireworks.  The 
inside  of  the  bottle  is  coated  with  a  black  deposit  which 
cannot  be  removed  by  the  bottle  washing  machine. 

b)  Following  the  condemnation,  due  to  putrification,  of  large  cans 
of  imported  "pasteurised"  hams,  over  a  period  of  three  months, 

I  took  the  matter  up  with  the  importers.  It  was  found  that 
stocks  of  these  hams  were  being  held  in  an  unrefrigerated 
buffer  depot  in  Leicester.  As  the  pasteurising  process  does 
not  destroy  all  spoilage  and  food  poisoning  organisms,  if 
present,  it  is  necessary  to  store  such  cans  of  ham  at  a 
temperature  below  50  F.  There  is  an  instruction  on  all  cans 

to  this  effect. 

The  importers  immediately  agreed  to  cease  using  the 
unrefrigerated  buffer  depot. 

I  understand  that  this  is  a  national  problem  and  that  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Services  is  to  issue  a 
Memorandum  on  the  processing,  storage  etc.  of  pasteurised  large 
cans  of  ham, 

c)  Proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  court  under  section  2  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1  955  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  a  mouldy 
meat  pastie.  The  vendor  was  fined  £20. 


All  the  other  complaints  were  thoroughly  investigated  and 
informal  action  taken  as  in  no  instance  was  it  considered  that 
the  institution  of  legal  proceedings  was  the  best  method  of 
dealing  with  the  matter  or  would  be  successful.

All  the  samples  satisfied  the  prescribed  tests. 
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Over  a  number  of  years,  in  my  reports,  I  have  expressed 
concern  and  dissatisfaction  of  the  regularity  with  which  complaints 
are  received  of  milk  being  delivered  in  dirty  milk  bottles  or  the 
bottled  milk  containing  glass  or  other  foreign  bodies. 

In  company  with  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  South 
Leicestershire  Co-operative  Society  Ltd.,  operating  the  local 
dairy,  I  attended  a  demonstration  of  a  milk  packaging  plant  which 
filled  the  milk  into  disposable  plastic  sachets,  which  can  easily 
be  disposed  of  on  the  household  fire  or  the  dustbin.  I  think 
there  is  a  possibility  that  when  the  Societies  existing  bottle 
washing  plant  is  sufficiently  depreciated,  it  and  glass  bottles 
will  be  discarded  and  the  sachet  system  put  into  operation.

The  firm  who  operated  a  fleet  of  vehicles  retailing  soft 
ice  -  cream,  from  Magna  Road,  have  closed  down.

1 3 .  RODENT  CONTROL  -  PREVENTION  PjMMAgE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1  9 49 


The  Department  employs  a  trained  Rodent  Operator 
for  1  3^  hours  per  week. 

The  destruction  of  rats,  mice  and  vfasps  at  private 
dwellings  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  but  a  charge  is  made  in 
respect  of  industrial  and  commercial  premises. 

All  premises  and  land  owned  by  the  Council  and  the 
foul  sewers  are  systematically  inspected  and  treated  against

The  use  of  polythene  bags  containing  2oz.to  8oz.  of 
bait  has  proved  successful.  These  have  been  hung  on  the  loner 
edges  of  fences  and  in  hedgerows  and  also  used  at  general 
baiting  points.

1 )  baits  are  easily  laid  and  remain  dry 

2)  unperforated  bait  bags  are  easily  recovered  for  re-use

16.  HOUSING- 


On  the  27th  July  1 971 ,  a  Public  Enquiry  was  held  to  hear 
objectors  to  the  Ccurcil:s  proposed  compulsory  purchase  of  83  houses 
included  in  the  Wig^  :on  (Burgess  Street/Junction  Roe-d/lh’oderick  Street) 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  190.  Only  two  of  the  houses  had  been 

considered  fit  and  marked  grey.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Environment  confirmed  the  Order  with  modifications  which  included, 
the  transfer  to  adde^  lands  of  six  houses  on  the  grounds  that  they 
were  not  unfit,  making  a  total  of  only  eight  fit  houses  in  the  area.
